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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

A  scholar  from  Jerusalem,  Mordecai  Beck,  wrote 
an  article  about  Rosh  Hashanah  in  the  London 
Jewish  Chronicle,  some  of  which  I  quote 
hereunder  as  my  message  wishing  the 
Congregation  a  blessed  year: 

niquely  for  the  biblical  festivals, 
Rosh  Hashanah  falls  at  the 
beginning  of  a  month  -  the 
seventh  month  of  Tishri. 

Since  the  Hebrew  calendar  is  rooted  in  the 
lunar  cycle,  this  means  that  the  New  Year 
occurs  at  the  nadir  of  the  month,  when  the 
moon  is  completely  hidden  from  the  human 

eye  and  when  the 
universe  itself  seems 
to  have  plunged 
into  a  fearsome 
obscurity. 

Among  the 
sages,  there  is  an 
unresolved 
Talmudic  dispute 
( Rosh  Hashanah 
11a )  regarding  the  origins  of  the  universe. 
Rabbi  Yehoshua  proclaims  it  to  have  been  in 
Nissan,  while  Rabbi  Eliezar  supports  Tishri, 
exactly  six  lunar  months  later.  The  Hebrew 
calendar,  as  it  evolved  over  the  centuries, 
allowed  both  months  to  receive  some  form  of 
recognition. 

Nissan  commemorates  the  birth  of  the 
Jewish  people  in  the  dark  womb  of  ancient 
Egypt.  It  becomes  a  New  Year  by  virtue  of  the 
specific  meaning  that  the  Torah  gives  it,  as 
“the  first  of  the  months,”  the  one  by  which  all 
the  biblical  festivals  are  set. 

Tishii  celebrates  the  birth  of  Man  - 
though,  to  be  sagacious  about  it,  Rosh 
Hashanah  should  take  place  six  days 
beforehand,  to  commemorate  the  creation  of 
heaven  and  earth.  By  this  reckoning,  the  first 
of  Tishti  marks  the  sixth  day  of  creation, 
when  Adam  was  formed  from  Jerusalems 
virgin  soil. 

Moonless  Rosh  Hashanah  presents  all 
humanity  with  an  image  of  radical 
uncertainty.  That  is  our  common  lot, 
whatever  our  faith,  or  lack  of  it.  Tishri

In  the  Breslov  Hassidic  community,  they 


are  fond  of  quoting  a  Talmudic  saying:  “One 
must  be  happy  on  Rosh  Hashanah,  and  yet 
one  must  also  cry.” 

1  pray  that  each  of  us  will  be  blessed  with 
a  happy  year,  and  if  we  do  cry  for  humankind 
as  yet  unredeemed,  let  us  not  just  weep,  but 
rather  resolve  to  do  our  bit  for  the  world’s 
improvement.

From  the 

Chairman 

It  is  July  (the  Bulletin  deadline  is  very 
early  for  the  September  edition),  and  1 
am  in  Israel.  I  have  just  spent  a  week 
in  Haifa  and  Jerusalem  with  a  program 
sponsored  by  the  Wexner  Heritage 
Foundation.  As  this  is  our  special  Israel 
year,  I  thought  I  would  use  my  Chairman’s 
column  to  share  with  all  of  you  my 
experiences  of  the  last  week. 

The  theme  of 
my  trip  was  the 
People  of  Israel, 
the  Land  of  Israel 
and  the  Torah  in 
Israel,  with  a 
focus  on 
dilemmas  in 
contemporary 
Israel.  The 
program  was  an  amazing  one.  Each  day 
we  examined  an  issue  of  tremendous 
interest  including  religious  diversity, 
Jewish-Arab  relations  with  Haifa  as  a  case 
study,  and  Israeli  political  controversies. 
Speakers  ranged  from  the  Mayor  of  Haifa, 
to  a  spokesperson  for  the  Jewish  residents 
of  Judea,  Sumaria  and  Gaza,  to  the  project 
manager  in  charge  of  building  the  security 
fence.  I  learned  a  great  deal  from  each 
speaker  and  from  visiting  the  sites  that 
augmented  each  of  the  speaker’s  remarks. 

I  have  been  fortunate  to  travel  to  Israel 
before,  but  what  distinguished  this  trip 
from  others  I  have  taken  was  a  special 
two-day  component  with  Israelis,  most  of 
whom  were  in  their  40’s  and  50’s  and  had 
professional  and  personal  lives  similar  to 
many  of  the  members  of  our 
Congregation.  I  had  greatly  anticipated 
this  aspect  of  my  trip  to  explore  the  ties 
that  bind  us  as  one  Jewish  nation,  to  find 
out  how  the  Israelis  feel  about  the  huge 
drop  in  tourism,  and  to  see  what  life  has 
been  like  for  them  these  last  few  years  of 


the  latest  intifada.  In  many  conversations, 
we  explored  these  issues  and  others,  such 
as  whether  Americans  have  the  right  to 
influence  the  Israeli  political  system  and, 
conversely,  should  Israelis  lobby 
American  Jews  to  vote  for  the  Presidential 
candidate  whom  they  feel  will  be  best  for 
Israel.  Most  remarkable  was  the  ease  of 
our  conversations  exemplified  by  two  of 
the  people  I  spoke  with  at  great  length. 
The  first  was  the 
secretary  of  the  Israeli 
negotiating  team  under 
Ehud  Barak  at  Camp 
David.  He  has  just 
formed  a  “think-tank” 
to  examine  Israeli 
political  decisions  with 
the  prism  of  long-term 
consequences.  He  offers 
his  findings  to  members 
of  the  Knesset  and  their  administrative 
staffs,  and  to  relevant  government 
agencies.  He  will  be  in  our  home  in 
August,  and  we  hope  that  for  many  years 
to  come  he  will  be  a  frequent  visitor.  The 
other  Israeli  is  a  mother  of  four  who 
recently  retired  from  20  years  in  the  army 
overseeing  programs  that  dealt  with  the 
mental  health  of  Israeli  soldiers. 

Returning  to  full-time  civilian  life,  she  has 
just  opened  a  new  mental  health  facility 
to  help  clients  feel  productive  by  making 
baby  furniture  and  working  in  a  boutique 
to  “sell”  clothes  to  the  mentally  disabled. 
After  discussing  her  professional  life,  we 
talked  about  her  children;  one  will  enter 
the  army  in  September  and  the  other  three 
will  soon  follow.  She  worries  about  their 
safety  during  their  army  service  and  about 
their  Jewish  identity.  We  discussed  the 
choices  we  are  making  as  parents  to 
ensure  that  our  children  will  feel  about 
Judaism  as  we  do.  At  the  end  of  our  time 
together,  I  had  made  a  friend.  I  was 
reassured  that  we  are  one  Jewish  people 
with  the  same  concerns  for  our  Jewish 
future. 


Equally  enlightening  was  an  afternoon 
spent  exploring  Jewish  education  for  the 
next  generations.  The  session  began  with 
speaking  to  American  USYers  after  their 
first  visit  to  the  Kotel,  the  Western  Wall. 
They  were  ages  15,  16  and  17,  and  from 
all  over  the  United  States.  Hearing  their 
words  and  seeing  their  faces  was 
remarkable.  Many  were  moved  to  tears  as 
they  talked  about  their  emotions  upon 

seeing  the  Wall.  Findings 
presented  by  the 
professional  in  charge  of 
Israel  experiences 
confirmed  what  I  had 
seen.  Studies  show  that 
Israel  travel  influences 
Jewish  identity  for  life. 
Bottom  line,  there  is  no 
greater  gift  you  can  give 
to  the  continuity  of  the 
Jewish  people  than  having  your  child  visit 
Israel. 

The  final  Shabbat,  my  husband,  Bob, 
and  I  went  to  the  Wall  for  Friday  night 
services.  In  front  of  us  were  2,000  years  of 
Jewish  history  and  a  mass  of  our  fellow 
Jews  from  all  over  the  world,  observing 
their  Judaism  in  all  ways  imaginable. 

There  we  met  our  daughter  who  was 
participating  in  an  eight-week  trip  to 
Poland  and  Israel.  It  was  her  first  Friday 
night  in  Jerusalem.  Sharing  that  moment 
with  her  was  an  experience  unmatched 
with  any  other. 

In  December,  on  our  Synagogue’s  trip 
to  Israel,  we  will  have  this  experience 
again,  not  only  with  our  16-year-old 
daughter,  but  also  with  our  sons,  aged  22 
and  20.  I  know  this  will  be  a  safe, 
remarkable,  unique  experience  to  travel 
not  only  with  my  family,  but  with  my 
community.  1  hope  that  you  will  be  there, 
too.  My  best  wishes  to  all  of  you  for  a 
happy  and  healthy  New  Year  and  for  peace 
for  Jews  everywhere.

Round  hallot  symbolizing  a 
full  round  year,  and  apples  and  a  dish  of 
honey  for  a  sweet  year,  complete  the  symbolic 
representations  on  the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the 
lighting  of  the  candles  and  Kiddush,  which 
precede  the  festive  meal  on  both  nights  of 
Rosh  Hashanah.  The  following  blessings  are 
recited  over  the  candles:

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  EShanah 
Tovah  Tikatavu  -  May  you  be  inscribed  for  a 
good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion  that 
is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue.  But  the 
meal  that  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev  Yom 
Kippur,  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual 
experience  for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is 
eaten  early,  so  that  the  family  can  be  in  the 
synagogue  before  sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  -  the  grace 
after  meals  -  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and 
the  following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav 
vetzivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom 
HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us 
by  The  Commandments  and  has 
commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Yom 
Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach 
this  season. 

•  Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast 
until  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a 


tradition  that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part 
to  the  extent  that  they  are  able  to. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical 
pleasures  is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this 
“Sabbath  of  Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law 
and  tradition  state  that  the  maintenance  of 
life  and  health  is  a  prime  religious  duty.  If  a 
person  is  ill  or  weak,  it  is  the  obligation  of  the 
individual  to  consult  a  physician  on  the 
wisdom  of  fasting. 

•  Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for 
the  deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights 
must  be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

•  Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the 
Kol  Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their  children 
by  placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each 
one.  Such  blessings  are  introduced  by  the 
following  prayer,  to  which  parents  can  add 
words  of  their  own,  appropriate  for  the  age 
and  needs  of  each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 
faithful  and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as 
were  Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of 
Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a 
faithful  and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel, 
as  were  our  mothers  Sarah,  Rebecca, 
Rachel  and  Leah. 

•  Forgiveness 

Just  before  leaving  the  house  to  attend  the  Kol 
Nidre  service,  members  of  the  family  ask  each 
other  for  forgiveness  for  the  wrongs  or  the 
hurts  they  have  done  knowingly  or 
unknowingly  during  the  year. 

Reminders  for  Kol  Nidre 

•  It  is  customary  not  to  wear  leather  shoes. 

•  The  service  must  begin  promptly  at  6:30 
pm.

All  About  Sukkot 

he  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name 
from  the  sukkah,  the  temporary 
dwelling  or  booth  built  especially  for 
the  holiday.  Says  the  Book  of  Leviticus: 
“I  did  cause  the  children  of  Israel  to  dwell  in 
booths  when  I  brought  them  out  of  the  Land

reminder  to  all 
generations  of  Gods 
redemption  of  the 
Jewish  people  from 
Egyptian  slavery. 

of  Egypt.”  The  sukkah  is,  therefore,  a 
reminder  to  all  generations  of  God’s 
redemption  of  the  Jewish  people  from 
Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving  for 
the  final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the 
Land  of  Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly 
recall  the  Land  and  its  produce:  The  four 
minim,  or  species,  consist  of  an  etrog,  a  lulav, 
myrtles  and  willows.  The  lulav  is  a  branch  of 
the  palm  tree  and  is  bound  together  with 


three  short  branches  of  myrtle  leaves 
( hadasim )  and  two  branches  of  the  willow 
tree  ( aravot ).  The  etrog  looks  like  a  large 
lemon,  but  it  smells  and  tastes  much  sweeter. 
It  has  a  pitom,  a  small  protuberance,  at  its 
end.  The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these 
different  species  together  serves  as  an 
example  to  us  of  how  all  Jews,  different 
though  we  may  be  from  one  another,  must  be 
bound  together  into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two 
points  in  the  morning  service,  during  Hallel, 
right  after  morning  Amidah,  and  during 
Hoshanot,  each  day  of  the  holiday,  except  on 
Shabbat,  when  we  march  around  the 
synagogue  with  them  in  a  magnificent 
procession.

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  15in 
day  of  Tishri,  and  the  first  two  days  are 
observed  as  major  festival  days.  The  next  five 
days  are  Hoi  Hamoed ,  the  Intermediate  Days 
of  the  festival.  These  days  are  half-holidays; 
while  most  labor  is  permitted,  except,  of 
course,  on  the  Sabbath,  we  continue  to  eat 
meals  in  the  sukkah  and  to  make  the  blessings 
over  the  four  minim,  waving  them  during  the 
recitation  of  the  Hallel  and  when  marching 
with  them  during  the  hymns  (Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter 
Sukkah,  named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and 
May  Ellen  Ritter,  is  constructed  on  the  roof. 
A  kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah 
following  every  service  during  Sukkot,  and 
dinner  is  served  there  almost  every  night 
of  Sukkot.

them,  I  came  to  understand  the  nexus 
between  Jewish  learning  and  Jewish  life  on 
whole  new  levels. 

Now,  as  a  rabbi,  a  teacher,  and  a  librarian, 

I  feel  very  much  the  same  way  about  Jewish 
books  and  Jewish  libraries  (actually  all  books 
and  all  libraries) ,  though  my  love  and  my 
piety  are  expressed  a  little  less  quietly.  I 
believe,  outside  of  those  moments  in  the 
sanctuary  where  we  are  caught  up  in  the 
fervor  and  the  sweetness  of  exquisite  davening 
or  a  brilliant  d’var  (words  of  Torah),  the 
library  can  be/should  be  the  most  exciting, 


engaging  (enraging),  and  ultimately  most 
satisfying  place  in  the  building. 

We  all  know  of  the  minhag  (tradition)  of 
feeding  a  young  student  honey  as  he  opens 
his  first  book  of  intensive  Jewish  study.  This 
Rosh  Hashanah,  I  invite  you — don’t  stop  with 
the  apple.  Join  with  us  in  the  transformation 
of  the  Edmond  de  Rothschild  Library  from 
what  it  is  (quiet,  lovely)  to  what  it  can  be 
(you  tell  me).
